SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The publication contains a main feature with the title not stated in English, and other 
known title being Hakujitsumu, and a selection of notices. The feature presents a 
main theme of sexual violence and coercion in the form of psychological and physical 
abuse. The presentation of this is sexualised by erotic portrayals of the victim's body 
and sexual expression whilst she is being tormented. Under s3(2)(b) the publication is 
considered to promote and support the use of violence and coercion to compel 
persons to participate in and submit to sexual conduct by this eroticisation of sexual 
violence. 

Section 3(2), is a deeming provision and therefore is inconsistent with and overrides 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The publication is classified as: 
Objectionable. 
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
